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“RAT” system in one form or another is present 
in nearly every Preparatory School in the country. 
One might ask, “What is a “rat system?” It is 
t this: A new cadet or a first year man becomes 
a “rat” on. entering many schools. Those who have preceded 
him are termed “old men,” having passed their “rat” or first 
year. It is the endeavor of the ‘old men” to inculcate a 
proper sense of what is right and what is wrong in the mind of 
the new man, or “rat.” It is not, as many think, a system by 
which the older cadets are privileged to haze and sometimes 
maltreat the new men. One of its greatest assets is that it 
teaches the new man to do what he is told to do, and with a 
pleasant rather than resentful attitude. In short, it teaches 
obedience. Later on in life this will be more appreciated by 
many than it is at present. This would be especially beneficial 
to one intent on entering the army. As it is well known, an 
order must be promptly obeyed in the army; afterwards pos- 
sibly one may find out the reason for carrying out this order. 
As an example, a boy who has been spoiled and pompered at 
home, enters a military school or some similar institution 
where the “ratting” system is in effect. At first, he finds things 
difficult and assumes an indifferent attitude. Soon, however, 
he must brace up. He begins to understand that, although he 
may have had his way at home, the upperclassmen of the school 
will not deal with him in the same manner that his parents did. 
He is surrounded by “brother rats” who are receiving the same 
treatment as himself. He comes to the realization that all these 
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“old men” were once “rats.” If he does things cheerfully, is 
not fresh in his dealings with “old men,” and meets the sev- 
eral different requirements of a “rat” properly, he will find 
that he is not molested and is held higher, in the opinions of 
the old cadets, than those “rats” who do not do these things. 
He has learned to overcome obstacles and in a short time sees 
that a rat year is not really hard. After spending several years 
in the school, any broad-minded cadet will declare that his rat 
year was more valuable to him than any of the others. When 
he returns home his viewpoint is a different one. His parents 
will notice and appreciate a great change in him. The boy will 
be of a different spirit and will be a help to his parents; will 
be able to do things for himself. Later in life he will be able 
to treat with the difficulties he will encounter in both the social 
and business world. It is then that he will look back and realize 
of what profit this training has been to him.

A great deal of the success of these drills is due to the able 
tutelage of Major Sandlin, Sergeant Kennedy, and the faculty.
